40 prevent the youne .esperadoes from be- 
ing lynched they ere brought here. Joe 
sickened and dicd here from typhoid f: ver 
on April 3, 287. Two days later Jim Al- 
bright was taken back to Charieston, 
where he was iried and convicted. 

Jim Albright faced his ignomim us death 
like a soldier. He was th moat self-pos- 
#essed man in the stockade, and appeared 
absolutely indifferent to the ordeal through 
which he was passing. He matntained a 
eiolid silenc:, and uttered no word before 
or after mounting the scaffold. He held 
himself erect while the back cap was 
being slipped over his head, and not a 
tremor could be detect d 

The trap was sprung

The true name of the dead woman is 
not known to the police.

She had been in St. Louis several vears 
and was about 28 or 30 years old. IWnder 


is not known to the police, but it is pre- 
sumed that she came here to accept em- 
ployment as a clerk, stenographer or some- 
thing in that line. Her slender, tapering 
hands, soft as the pink flesh of a babe. are 
evidence that she was never subjected to 
menial labor. Of shapely form, with a 
wealth of Titian hair, bright blue eyes and 
almost faultless complexion, she was
